Crop Report* For Kentucky 
ISSUED SEPTEMBER. 10, 1913 
Tho general condition of crops 
in Kentucky as of September lat 
is anything hut encouraging. On 
August l*t an estimate was made 
by the various crop reporters in 
the State with the hope that rain 
wonld fall. Scattered rains did 
fall during the latter part of An. 
ru»I, but they were either not 
sufficient or soon enough to make 
the first- of S'ptembpr estimate 
of tho crops eveu as high as the 
estimate of August 1st. 

Corn has dropped to a condi- 
tion of 58-4 percent, which means 
but little more than a half-crop, 
Burley tobacco still romains ut 
(13 j,er cent, but dark tobacco has 
dropped to a condition of 54 per 
cent. Alfalfu n 7U per ceut, cow 
peas 84 per cent and soy beans 
72 per cent of an average crop. 
The spring sown clover shows an 
average condition of 6JJ per cent. 
The leguminous crops have held 
their own Letter than trni other 
crop during this drouth. Blue- 
urasa is Riven at 60 per-ceut, or- 
chard xrass at (52 per cent aud 
pastures as a whole arc 1 very in- 
ferior. 

Live stock has suffered very 
materially ou account of short 
pastures and scarcity of s/atf-r. 
The condition of horses is given 
at 00 per-cent, cartle 83 per cent, 
hoirs 85 per-ceut and sheep 92 
per-cent. The couditiou of poul- 
try has likewise declined. Chick- 
ens are given as 92 per cent, tur- 
keys 80 per-ceut and docks 85 
per-ceut. 

A'l kinds of fruits have deter- 
iorated. Apples are f-mall, mauy 
dropping from the trees, and iheir 
condition is shown as 67 per-ce .i*, 
peaches 74 percent, plum? 58 
per-ceut and pears 58 per-cent. 
Garden conditions are deplorable, 
dropping to 44 per cent. 

Abundant rain falls would uot 
help auy thing as far as this \ ear's 
crop is concerned. The corn crop 
would grow worse ms^ead of bet- 
ter should abundant rains fall 
now ; the same is true of tobac- 
co. The danger in the curing 
period for corn and for tobacco 
is in having au excessive amouut 
of moisture. Kains now would 
only have a tendency to bpoil 
what is left of these two crop?. 
Moisture is needed very badly 
for fall seeping, aud would ben- 
efit next year's crop in this re- 
spect. Good rains would im- 
prove fall pasture*. Watsr for 
stock is a serious problem in 
many localities and many fires 
are reported as a result of the 
dry weather. A match dropped 
in pastures in the couditiou in 
which they are at present is al- 
most like dropping a spark in a 
powder majr,a*iue. The water 
•apply in many towns ft the State 
has given oof, and fire lone* as a 
result of the drbuth are boond to 
be great. 

One hundred and fifteen esti- 
mates of the cost of growing an 
acre of corn show an average es- 
timate of $18.95. Ltst mouth'* 
estimate of the cost of growing 
•o acre of wheat was $10.16. It 
is interesting to note that the 
general opinion i* that it coifs 
$3 7V more to grow an acre o: 
corn than au acre of wheat. Last 
year's cord production iu Keo| 
tucky was 80.4 bushels per acre. 
The present report would ind»> 
cate a yield of about 18 bushels 
per acre for this year. Obsflf 
would have to bring about TT 
cents per bushel ou the average* 
based on this estimate of $18,95, 
lo pay the actual cost of produc- 
tion.
